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Death of Gen. Thos. J. 
Gen. Thos. J. Bartholow, whose death is an- 
nounced this morning, was born near Balti- 
more,in 1826. Hecameto Missouriin 18h}, 
and settied in Fayette, Howard county. He 
volunteered at the outbreak of the Mexican 
war in 1816 in Captain Congreve 
Jackson's company, which was 
apart ot Donip ban’s command. He was with 
the b rigade in its wonderful march along the 
Southern border, and was in all the towns 


which the war made famous. After the closing 
of hostilities Bartholow returned to Howard 
county, and subsequently came to 
St. Louis, where he entered the house ot 
Woods, Christy & Co. This was for the 
purpose of learning book-keeping and trade. 
As soon as he believed himself conversant with 
they mysteries of commerce, he went into busi- 
ness in Glasgow, Mo,., with Mr. Perry. in the 
spring of 1554 he went into the manufacture 
oftobacco with bB. W. Lewis & Co*, where 
he remained until the beginning of the civil 
war. He atonce raised a company and after- 
werds a regiment, and was made a Brigadier 
under Goverfor Gamble. He served through 
the warin the center of the State and pained 
himself a reputation that has followed him 
through life. 

When the rebellion was ended, he went down 
into Mexico and engaged in miningin the State 
ot Durango. Here, for a while, he was quite 
busy caring for his interests, when the revolu- 
tion occurred, and be was forced to abundon 
his valuable property, and was driven out. 

His ciaims against the Mexican Government 
have been recently decided in his favor before 
‘he Joint Commission, of which Sir Edward 
Thornton is umpire, and six or seven hundred 
thousand dollars awarded him. 

Atter bis return from Mexico he_ estab- 
lished the banking house of Bartholow, 
lewis & Co., to which business he has devoted 
the greater part of his time. 

Gen. Bartholow has borne a characterin St. 
Louis that was beyond reproach. He was a 
pure, strong nan of indomitable 
energy, and his place 
community will long go

He leaves three chiidren, two daughters, one 
ofwhom is married, The otber, who ts the 
youngest child, 1s about twenty yearsof age.

JEFFERSON DAVIS AT HOME, 


His Domestic and Literary Life and | 
Opinions on Various Subjects. 
[Correspondence of the Bosten Herald. ] 

NEW ORLEANS, May 10,—Seventy-five miles | 
east of this city, on the New Orleans and Mo- 
bile Railway, is the little flag-station of Beau- 
voir, about equidistant from Mississippi City 
and Biloxi, favorite seaside resorts of the 
wealthy residents of New Orleans. Beauvoir 
is the home of Jefferson Davis. Alighting 
from the train at Beauvoir station, you 
see two or three small brown struc- 
tures, a® «rove of pines and the 
white vista of vanishing railway track 
glittering with millions of minute refractions | 
of the bright sunshine for miles along its sandy | 
way. Taking the half-perceptible roadway to | 
your right, ten or fifteen minutes’ walk 
through the pines brings you tothe beach.
